Of the nine wreck victims at 
the Deaconess hospital, three are in 
a serious condition and may die, ac­ 
cording to hospital physicians. 
Fred 
W. Hutchinson, 
twenty-six 
years old, of Madison, Kv., a fireman 
on the freight train, who was caught 
in the mass of wreckage^ and scalded 
about the body, is in a serious condi­ 
tion. 
He is delirious and 
repeats 
train orders over and over. 
He is 
not married, but has a father and 
mother in Madison. 
The two others 
probably 
fatally 
injured are Hugh 
Kemp. 
thirty-six 
years old. of Berlin, Kv., and J. W. 
Jefferson, colored porter whose home 
is in Chicago. 
Kemp and Jefferson 
were both in the day coach and were 
imprisoned with a number of other 
»si s in g e rs in a corner of the car. 
They were rescued when firemen cnt 
a hole in the side of the ear and 
palled them out. 
Kemp is suffering 
from a crushed skull and shoulder. 
His legs and scalp 
are 
lacerated. 
Jefferson has a fractured skull and 
broken legs.

T he new anti-injunction rule iucor 
porntes into practice several dem ands 
of labor leaders which they sought to 
have recognized by the enactm ent of 
th e so called Clayton anti injunction 
bill. 
T he new rule follows in a gen­ 
eral w ay the rules of th e federal court 
in the uiutb circuit, which com prises 
the Pacific coast states. 
Samuel Rompers, president of tho 
American 
Federation of Labor, bad 
this to say about the anti-injunction 
rule: 
“ It Is a step iii the right direction 
aud one of the things labor has long 
been fighting for.” 
To Do Away With Delay. 
Chief Ju stice W hite grouped the re­ 
form s under four or five heads. 
One 
w as in regard to the exercise of power 
by the federal courts in equitable m a t­ 
ters. 
A nother was described as being 
designed prim arily to remove all u n ­ 
necessary steps in modes of pleading 
and to bring tile parties quickly to the 
issue. 
A third w as described as being 
a restriction in the im*des of taking 
testim ony, particularly iii patent and 
copyright cases. 
"T he whole intention has been.” said 
the chief Justice, "to bring the taking 
of testim ony down to a more simplified 
and inexpensive method." 
Another reform was said 
by

chief ju stic e to !*e illustrated by the 
s ta te m e n t that th e new rules in gen 
era I provide for trial by tile court in 
Ste id of a reference of the su it to a 
referee to take the testim ony and re- 
port hack to tile court. 
T he chief Justice saki the new rule-. 
which go Into effect Fob. I, 1913, would 
m ake it possible for the appellate c*oiirt 
not to reverse suits merely because of 
errors not prejudicial 
The New Injunction Rule. 
T he new rule on Injunctions provides:

Work of Chief Justice White. 
One of the tu sk s undertaken by Chief 
Justice W hite w hen lie w as appointed 
to succeed Melville W. Fuller w as to 
reform procedure In the courts. 
Ile 
first revised tile rules of th e suprem e 
court itself. 
For seventeen m onths the 
chief justice and Justices Lorton and 
Van D ecan ter have been working on 
the equity rules as a subcom m ittee of 
th e c o u rt 
They asked every federal 
judge throughout the country to get 
expressions from bnf associations on 
the subject a n d wrote to m any others 
asking for suggestions. 
T hese suggestions wert* digested tty 
th e subcommittee, assisted by \V. J 
H ughes of th e department of Justice 
T he present rules came down from the 
Courts of England, with only one ot 
tw o revisions.

WILL BUILD U. S. OIL SHIPS. 


N a v y Y ard * at New York and Mare 
Island to Divide Work. 
Indications are th at the New York 
and Mare Island navy yards will di­ 
vide between them two big contracts 
for naval construction th at will give 
em ploym ent to several hundred men 
for a year or two. 
The substitution of crude jtetroleum 
in large part for coal as the fuel for 
the new battleships has made neces­ 
sary the construction of a new tyj«e of 
naval auxiliary to supplem ent the pr> » 
tnt collier. 
Congress authorized the 
construction of two “oilers” not to ex­ 
ceed $1.1 io.ooo each to be built at navy 
yards, and while the prelim inary bids 
show th at the Mare Island yard is pre­ 
pared to do the work at a lower figure 
than tile New York yard it is probable 
th at the work will be divided between 
them. 
One of the “oilers” is needed on t lie 
Atlantic coast, and tin* Mare Island 
yard is now about to undertake the 
construction of the gut. I w ats Monoca- 
cy and Palos, which probably will tax 
its resources.

[eduction of the Cost of Litigation and 
the Elimination of Delays Sought by 
Chief Justice White and His Asso- 
ciates—New Anti-injunction Rule. 


Sweeping changes in procedure . in 
quity cases in federal courts throngh- 
ut the United States are effected in 
evised rules promulgated by the su- 
reine courts of the United States.- Tlie 
bject is to reduce the cost of litiga- 
ion and to eliminate delays. 
The rules were announced by Chief 
ustice White, who, however, omitted 
xpUttiatioti of one which would pro 
ilbit issue of preliminary injunctions 
without notice to the opposite party 


nd also restricting issues of tempo- 
ary restraining orders. 
The new anti-injunction rule incor- 


porates into practice several demands 
if labor leaders which they sought to 
lave recognized by the enactment of 
he so called Clayton anti-injunction 
rill. The uew rule follows in a gen- 
eral way the rules of the federal court 
n the ninth circuit, which comprises 
:he Pacific coast states. 
Samuel Gompers. president of the 


American Federation of Labor, had 
his to say about the anti-injnnctiou 
rule: 


"It is a step in the right direction 


and oue of the things labor has long 
been fighting for." 


To Do Away With Delay. 


Chief Justice White grouped the re- 
'orms under four or five heads. One 
was in regard to the exercise of power 
by the federal courts in equitable mat- 
ers. Another was described as being 
designed primarily to remove all un- 
necessary steps in modes of pleading 
mil to bring the parties quickly to the 
issue. A third was described as being 
j restriction in the modes of taking 
testimony, particularly in patent and 
copyright cases. 


'The whole intention has been." said 


the chief justice, "to bring tbe taking 
of testimony down to a more simplified 
and inexpensive method." 
j 


Another reform was said by the 


chief justice to be illustrated by the 
statement that the new rules in gen- 
eral provide for trial by the court in- 
stead of a reference of the suit to M 
referee to take the testimony and re- 
port back to the rourt. 


The chief justice said the new rules, 


which go into effect Feb. 1, 1013. would 
make it possible for the appellate court 
not to reverse suits merely because of 
errors not prejudicial. 


The New Injunction Rule. 


The new rule on injunctions provides: 
No preliminary injunction 
shall be 


granted without notice to the opposite 
party, nor shall any temporary restrain- 
ing order be granted without notice to 
the opposite party unless it shall clearly 
appetir From specific facts shown by affir 
davit nr by the verified bill that Ignm'di- 
ate anil irreparable loss or damage will 
result to the applicant before the- matter 
can be heard on notice. 


In rase a temporary restraining order 


shall t-e granted without notice in the 
contingency specilit.'d the matter shall be 
made returnable at the earliest possible- 
time umi m no event later than ten days 
from the date of the order, and shall take 
precedence of all matters except older 
matters of the same character. When the 
matter I'nmes up for ht.'arinK the party 
who obtained the temporary restraiuint: 
order shall proceed with his application 
for .a preliminary injunction, and if he 
does nut do -so the court shall dissolve his 
temporary restraining order. 


Upon two days' notice to the party ob- 


taining such temporary restraining order 
the opposite party may appear and move 
tho dissolution and modillcation of the or- 
der, and in that event the court or judge 
shall proceed to hear and determine the 
motion as e.speditiously as the ends. of 
justice may require. Every temporary re- 
straining order shall be forthwith tiled in 
.the clerk's office- 


Work of Chief Justice White. 


One of the tasks undertaken by Chief 


Justice White when he was appointed 
to succeed Melville \V. Fuller was to 
reform procedure in the courts. 
He 


first revised the rules of the supreme 
court itself. For seventeen months the 
chief justice and Justices Lurton and 
Van Devanter have been working on 
the equity rules as a subcommittee of 
the court 
They asked every federal 


judge throughout the country to get 
expressions from bar associations on 
the "subject and wrote to many others 
asking for suggestions. 


These suggestions weiv digested by 


the subcommittee, assisted by \V. .1. 
Hughes of the department of justice 
The present rules came down from tho 
courts of England, with only one or 
two revisions.

Big Coniributions Bring Inter- 


national Conference Nearer, 


J, P. MORGAN GIVES $100,000 


The Plan Is to Assemble All Christian 


Creeds on Common Ground—Place 
and Date of the Conference Have Not 
Yet Determined. 


With the payment of a contribution 


of $100,000 by J. Plerpont Morgan as a 
basis, the universal movement looking 
toward world unity in religion has re- 
ceived impetus, and its founders look 
for1 a much 'quicker carrying out of 
their plan for an international confer- 
ence- than they had hoped for. The 
idea was born in the general conven- 
tion 
of the Protestant . Episcopal 


Church of the United State* at Cin- 
cinnati in October, 1910, and the Rev. 
Dr. \V. T. Manning, rector of Trinity 
church. New York, brought it forward. 
He 'is chairman of the committee ou 
plan and scope. 


The* fact that Sir. Morgan liad Con- 


tributed such a large sum to tlie move- 
ment was not generally known until 
Alfred W. Martin, associate loader of 
the Society For Ethical Research, 
made the announcement recent/y. 


Mr. Morgan is a member of the gen- 


eral commission of the Episcopal 
churcb, and associated with him on 
that body, of which the Rev. C. P. An- 
derson of Chicago is president, are 
Bishop Rhinelander of Pennsylvania, 
Seth Low, George Wharton Pepper of 
Philadelphia, Francis Lynde Stetson. 
Samuel Mather of Cleveland and 
George Zabriskie of New York, who is 
treasurer. 


Cardinal Gibbons Favors It. 


A "world conference for the consid- 


eration of questions of faith and or- 
der," aa the movement Is officially 
termed, had never been proposed un- 
til Dr. Manning introduced a resolution 
in the general convention of 1910 that 
steps be taken to bring about such, n 
gathering; of representatives of all 
Christian communions throughout the 
world. 
His resolution was adopted 


unanimously, and Mr. Morgan an- 
nounced be would aid the plan in 
every way. Later it was made known 
that he would contribute $100.000. 
This sum has been paid to the joint 
commission and in conjunction with 
many other gifts, somewhat smallei In 
amount, will serve the financial pur- 
poses of tte commission until the con- 
ference is actually held. 


The most recent recruit to the world 


conference idea is Cardinal Gibbous. 
His support has greatly encouraged the 
commission. This action on his part 
will, it 'is !>elieved, result in the ap- 
pointment to the joint commission of 
representatives of the Catholic church 
in America.

Vegetarians, However, Saved Money! 


During the Past Year. 


The cost of living continued to ad- 


vance during the past year, so far as 
meat eaters are concerned, according 
to a report issued by the department 
of agriculture.

ficial showing, virtually all vegetables 
enumerated In the government's list 
fell in price, with the single exception 
of beans, which cost on the farm $2.3-1 
on Oct. 15, as against S2.27, on the 
same date last year.

WILL BUILD U. S. OIL SHIPS. 


Navy Yard* at New York and Marc 


Island to Divide Work. 


Indications are that the New York 


and Mare Island navy yards will di- 
vide between them two big contracts 
for naval construction th:^t will give 
employment to several hundred men 
for a year or two. 


The substitution of crude petroleum 


in large part for coal as the fuel for 
the new battleships has made neces- 
sary the construction of a new type of 
naval auxiliary to supplement the pres- 
ent collier. Congress authorized the 
construction of two "oilers" not to ex- 
ceed $1,140,000 each to be built at navy 
yards, and while the preliminary bids 
show that the Mare Island yard is pre- 
pared to do the work at a lower figure 
than the Ni;w York yard it is probable 
that the work will be divided between 
them.

PANAMA TOLLS SAME 


AS THOSE OF SUEZ 


President Tall Formally Fines 


Canal Rates. 


. Washington, Nov. 14.—A proclama- 
tion for. which the business and ship- 
ping Interests of the entire world have 
anxiously been waiting has been is- 
sued by President Taft. It fixes the 
rates of toll on vessels passing through 
the Panama canal.* 


With the proclamation was made 


public a report 
by Prof. Kmory R. 


Johnson of the University of Pennsyl- 
vania, the government's Panama trans- 
portation expert, showing the prob- 
able development of traffic through the 
canal. 
Prof. Johnson figures that un- 


der the system of tolls promulgated 
byjthe president the canal will be self- 
supporting during the first decade, and 
that in the secom'i and succeeding de- 
cades the revenue ought to be suffi- 
cient to permit of the ultimate amort- 
isation of the'en tire $.°,73.000,noo in- 
vestment in the canal. 


The tolls fixed by the president are 


practically those charged by the Suez 
canal, with which the American water- 
way will compete for a part of t!ie 
world's shipping. The Panama canal. 
however, will not impose any toll on 
passengers. The Suez canal charges 
$2 for each passenger. 
The presi- 


dent's proclamation prescribes 
that 


the secretary of war shall prepare 
such regulations as may be necessary 
to carry the proclamation into full 
force and effect.

The 
absence of more definite news from 
the line of battle suggests that the 
Eulgr.riars arc being resisted with a 
greater show of strength than they ex- 
pected.

Attention w^s called to the fact that 
defendant (Johnson) had stated that 
It was his intention to leave this coun- 
try Nov. :iO. and this statement was 
not contradicted by either defendant 
nor any of his counsel. In view of the 
situation court was entirely justified in 
the exercise of his discretion in re- 
quiring a bail bond with sureties 
whose sole interest in signing is to 
produce defendant for trial.

mons when Premier Asquith's resolu- 
tion to rescind the decision of the 
house on Monday in passing a hostile 
amendment to the Irish home rule bill, 
was brought up for discussion.
